T he Special Joint Com m ittee appointed to consid­ 
er 
the e.xpcdiencv o f purchasing on behalt ot the 
C om m onw ealth, tlie liattle Ground on liunker-H ill, 
h a v i n g attended to their duty, ask leave to report a.s 
follows : 
'I'he Bunkcr-H ill M onum ent Association was in­ 
corporated by the statute oi 
1S23, c. 1. 
An A d di­ 
tional A ct w as passed in the year 182(! (Stat. o f IS’d."», 
c. 122,) exten d in g in som e respects the powers o f the 
Association, and m ak in g to them on the part o f the 
♦ ’omnioinvealth a donation o f tw o pieces o f cannon, 
which had been em ployed in the war o f the llev o lu - 
t«on,and o f labor in ham m ering stone to the value ot 
ilt 10,000, which last donation was subsequently com- 
nmted into a grant o f seven thousand dollars in m on­ 
ey for the purpose o f erecting a M onum ent. 
Undt'r 
the provisions o f these acts, the A ssociation procur­ 
ed a tract of land, o f the e.xtent o f about iil\een acres, 
com ptising the greater portion o f Breed’s H ill, pro­ 
perty so called, 
and containing the celebrated lle- 
doubt. 
T h e 
M onum ent 
was com m enced on the 
gcite o f this redoubt, in the year IB2.'), and has been 
since carried on with a long interruption at one peri­ 
od, till it has reached the heiglit o f eigh ty feet, being 
a little more than one third o f the height originally 
contemplated, though considering the ex ten t and 
depth o f the foundation, it is thought by the best 
judges that more than half o f the work is accom plish­ 
e d . I n the prosecution o f this work, and other inci­ 
dental experlses previous to the year li^2U, the funds 
o f the Association, including the donation o f seven 
thousand dollars by the C om m oiuvealth were e x ­ 
hausted, and a debt incurred to the am ount o f about 
thirty thousand dollars. 
It was proposed in the year 
1834 to pay oft' the greater part o f this debt by the 
sale o f a large portion o f the land o f the. A ssociation, 
wnth the reservation,how’ev er,o f the right o f redem p­ 
tion. 
A ccordin gly the land im m eJiately round the 
A lon u m en t,to the ex ten t o f about four acres, W’as re­ 
served by the Association to be forever kept ojien. 
T he remainder o f the field o f fifteen acres, being 
n earlj three-fourths o f the w hole, was sold to a com ­ 
pany o f individuals,to be laid out in streets and house 
lots*, according to a specified plan. 
T he sum received 
for this land was twenty-five thousand dollars, w hich 
sum W'as faithfully appropriated to the reduction o f 
the debt o f the Association. 
T he indenture by w hich this sale wa.s effected is 
dated October 30, 1834. 
It contains several conditions, one of 
which au­ 
thorizes the redemption o f the land at any time pre- 
Yious to the seventeenth day o f June, A. D . 1837, on 
repaym ent ot the purchase m oney o f ¡fi2.b,()00, with 
interest. 
O f such a redemption, how'cver, the A sso ­ 
ciation entertain no hope. 
T he public have been tw ice appealed to with the 
greatest earnestness ; first, by the corporation itself, 
and more recently by the M assachusetts Gharitable 
M echanic Association. 
T he members o f this last 
named Association, more especially, have for the last 
tw’o years exerted them selves to the utmost, both in 
the way o f request and o f exam ple, to procure a sum 
Burtlcient for the com pletion o f tiie .Monument in the 
first instance, and in the next, for the redem|)tion ot 
the Land conveyed as above. 
Alt that can be cftect- 
ed by individual liberality, and it should be added,all 
that could be reasonably expected from that source 
has been done, but without eftecting the desirml ob­ 
ject 
T he M onum ent has been carried, 
as .above 
stated, to the height o f eigh ty feet, and all exp ecta­ 
tion o f com pleting it as originally contem plated, or 
e v en o f carrying it to any height at w hich it could 
bo properly terminated, is for the present at an 
end. 
In a little more than a year from the present lime 
the right o f redeem ing the land sold for house lots 
w ill expire, and the land will be lorthwith applied to 
private uses. 
Your com m ittee have annexed 
to this Report a 
docum ent containing a succinct and interesting hi.s- 
tory o f the present condition o f the Land and M onu­ 
m ent in question, being an extract from a report of 
the E.xecutive Com m ittee o f the .Massachusetts Char­ 
itable M echanic .Association made early in January 
last. 
Under these circum stances your com m ittee have 
good re.ason to believe that the B un ker-H ill M onu­ 
m ent Association would reailily con vey, or cause to 
be con veyed to the (M m m onw ealth, tlie M onum ent 
together with the w hole real estate heretofore pur­ 
chased by the Association, on receiving a sum suffi­ 
cient to rediMMU the portion o f the land sold as above 
(being twenty-five thousand dollars) w ith interest 
from October 30, loO l, and also to pay o f the remain- 
inff debt o f the Corporation, being five thousand dol­ 
lars with interest from the sam e period. For, although 
this last m entioned debt is not, strictly speaking a 
charge on the land, it would obviously be unjust in 
the Corporation to divest them sidves o f their prop­ 
erty, without providing fur its repayment. 
T he question, therefore, before the Legislature is 
•simply th is: 
W ill the Com m onw ealth ]mrchase the 
W'hole land in question, being fifteen acres, with the 
granite M onum ent o f eigh ty feet in height, standing 
thereon, and the w hole personal property oi the Cor­ 
poration, provided the saim* can be procured tor the 
sura o f thirty thousand dollars, with interest Irom 
October 1834, m aking an am ount o f a little less than 
thirty-three thousand dollars ? 
\ our com mittee can 
conceive o f but one ¡iroper answer to this ques­ 
tion. 
It is, in their ju d gem en t, matter o f serious regret, 
that the w hole ground on w hich , the battle o f Bun­ 
ker-Hill was fought, was not long since rendered the 
property o f the C om m on w ealth , and that the rigl.t of 
purcliasing and ornam enting any portion o f that ever 
m emorable spot, should ever have been relinquished 
by our public authorities to any other hands. 
Y our 
com m ittee do not deem it necessary to dilate on the 
m any circum stances w hich rendered the battle o f 
B u u k er-llill second in importance to none in our 
revolution. 
T his has been often done with an ability 
and an eloquence w h ich would render such an attempt 
on their part not only unnecessary, but presum ptu­ 
ous. 
A s little necessity can there be for sh ow ing 
that the spot where so much was achieved tor the 
glory o f N e w -E n g lm d and the indejtendencc o f our 
country, m ust b ea n object o f intense and increasing 
interest, not only to all A m ericans, but to all lovers 
o f rational liberty through all future time. 
T he deep feeling w hich the view o f this spot must 


excite in tlie ho.som o f every reftecting ob.serv« r is 
founded on the gre.at principle o f the .\ssociati»tn ot 
ideas,— a principle as prevalent and as powerful in 
the intelleefnal world as is that ot gravitation in 
the phy.sieal. 
It is true that it i.s no l o n g e r practieahle to procure 
and set apart from private uses the w hole haflh' 
ground o f Bunkor-Hill. 
But it is in the power o f the G om m onw ealth to ac- 
tpiire the control o f a larg«* portion o f it, and that 
too, the portion most interestitig to the eitizens ot 
our ow n Stale. T h e tract in (piestion is of more I ban 
one third the ex ten t of’ the com m on in Boston. ;uid 
forming as it does, the very crest of the Hill, fur­ 
nishes to the spectator an nnolihtructed view o f a great 
portion o f the scenery o f the environs. 
It is the 
jiorlion o f the original battle-ground where the Mas- 
saclmsotls troops were chiefly jiosh’d, and contains 
the rt'inains o f the redoubt w here Frescott cominand- 
ed and Warren fell. 
To preserve every portion of 
this tr.act from becom ing a mere sit<* for 
private 
d w ellin g -h o u ses;— to jirevent the m agnificent land­ 
scape visible from its sum m it from being ohstruefed 
by m asses o f brick or stone, are surely objects which 
the (yom m onwealth will not hesitate to sc c m e at a 
moderate and reasonable expense. 
For it might 
easily b(* shown th.at the land which it is proposed to 
the C om m onw ealth to redeem is worth far more than 
the sum reijuisite for that purpose, if we could su p­ 
pose that tliis spot could ever be regarded by Ihe 
Legislature as mere property. 
But this is a suppo.si- 
I tion which your com mittee will not allow them selves 
I to entertain. 
i 
Wliat further arrangement shall he made either 
; with respect to the ground or the M onum ent is a 
question which may he safely loft to the wisdom ami 
magiiiinimify o f futuri* L egislatures, and on which 
your com m ittee do not presume In nft’er any siigges- 
, tions. 
Rut they feel assured that should the tract in 
I question become the property o f the Commonwe.alth, 
it will he sacredly retained by those who succeed us 
; as the inheritance o f their fathers, and that the great 
j even ts and noble deeds o f w hich it has pleased H eav- 
! on to render it the scene, w ill eftcctually preserve 
every part of it from all com m on and ordinary uses. 
Your com mittee therefore hope that this interesting, it 


I ought rather to bo said, this hallowed spot, w ill be 
i placed at once in the keeping o f those to w hom o f all 
i others it should belong— the people o f this C om m on- 
■ wealth. 
T h ey conceive that no considerations o fe co n o m y ,— 
considerations which in their proper place and to a 
proper extrait, are respected by none more than by 
your com m ittee, ought to induce the C om m onw ealth 
to forego an o[)portunity w hich cannot bo recalled, 
and the loss o f w h ich may prove a source o f deep 
and unavailing regret to every citizen o f Nevv-Eng-

on Breed’s Hill, heretofore purchased ami held by the 
B unker-H ill .Monument Association ; together with 
the M onum ent standing thereon, and all the jierson- 
al property o f said cor[)oration, provided that the 
same can be procured, free o f all incum brance, for a 
sum not e.xceeding thirty-three thousand dollars; 
provided also that a gooil ami sufficient deed o f co n ­ 
veyance o f the w hole o f said real and personal pro­ 
perty, without com lilion or restriction, he executed 
by the Bunker-H ill M onum ent Association, and by 
all other jiersons and corporations, if any, who may 
be interested in any [jortion o f said property at the 
time o f such co n veyan ce ; such deed to bo delivered 
to the Governor on or before the seven teen th day 
June next. 
lii.'ialnd, Th.at the Governor be authorized to draw 
his warrant on the Treasury for any sum necessary 
to carry into eftect the preceding Resolve. 
E xtuact referrtM to in the preceding R e p o r t;— 
l a 
jiresenting a report o f the pres<*nt condition oi 
the M onum ent, and the .state o f the funds collected 
for the purpose o f its com pletion,it m.ay not be im per­ 
tinent to the orcasion, to taKo a brief review ot the 
proceedings o f the Association in relation to that sub­ 
ject. 
In the month o f M ay, 1833, it w.as agreed, after 
mature deliberation, and at a full m eeting o f this A s­ 
sociation, to make an attempt to gather, by subscrip­ 
tion, a sum o f m oney sufticieiit to com plete the .Mon­ 
um ent, and to relieve the battle ground on Bunki’r- 
Hill, from all incunihrances o f a pi'cuninary nature. 
It was then understood, from the best 
information 
that could be obtained from the Bunker-H ill M onu­ 
ment Association, that the debt o f that corporation 
was about .'822,000 ; as security for this debt, the bat­ 
tle-ground, with the exception o f an oblong square, 
had been mortgaged to five g en tlem en , wlio had he- 
com e security 
for the p.ayment o f tlie sum before 
mentioned, to a Bank in this city. 
It wa.s supposed 
at that time, that .«SinO.OOO w ould be am ply sufficient 
to discJiarge this debt, and to carry the .Monument to 
the height o f 220 feet, agreeably to the original plan. 
The .Association a|q)ointi*d various com m ittees to 
collect subscriptions, all o f which entered 
njion the 
labor assigned them ,w ith cheerfulness and industry ; 
the subscriptions 
were made on the condition, that 
the full sum o f fifty thousand dollars should he raised, 
within a given time ; at the expiration o f that limited 
time, it was found that only about .<<21,000 had been 
subscribed ; a considerable portion of this am ount had 
lieeii subscribed in small su m s, and paid to the com ­ 
mittees, at the time o f subscription. 
T his m oney, 
from time to tim e, was ¡daced as a s[)ccial depositein 
one o f the lianks in this city, the Directors o f w hich 
allowed for it an interest o f five p(>r cent, during its 
continuance in the hank. 
In the m eantim e, it had been found by' more strict 
investigation into the aftairs o f the B un ker-H ill Mon- 
ment Association, and the expi'iise o f procuring and 
laying the materials o f the M onum ent, tliat even the 
whole sum of .’fi'dhftd'h had it been collected, would 
have been insutficient for ihe [mrposes proposed ; the 
debt o f the corporation, with the intere.st, already ac­ 
cum ulated, amounted to about .«:?(»,fiftO; and the ca l, 
culations o f the committtHi appointed to estiuiate the 
expense o f compietin<i the Alonunient, iiiauitested, 
beyond all donbt.that very erroneous impressions had 
existed in regard to the cost of labor, and transporta­ 
tion o f material.

The Bunker-Hill M onum ent As.soeuifjou, by ,i

'Phi.s subscription, the eoin- 
mittee understaml, is now filled

these shares, with the urulerslamiing, that our .Asso­ 
ciation would not demand oftlu'ia tlie |)ayiiienf o fth e 
original subscription ; and as the original terms o f sub­ 
scription w'eri' such, that the |)ayment could not he 
enforced, (the sum o f 
not having Ik'i'ii suh- 
Hcrihod during the limited period,) it set ined that no 
other course wa.s 
h'ft to he 
ado[ited ; consequently, 
one subscription o f 
another of20((ft, several o f 
I OOP, and several others o f ."lOO dollars, have never 
been paid to this A ssociation, and are altogether un-

T / ’ In connection wCth this subject, w'o presume it 
m.ay he interesting to many readers to kn ow som e­ 
th in g more distinct o f the precise situation o f affairs 
concerning the M onum ent ;— and w e therefore add 
liereto tlie lle p o r to flh e Buihling (hm nnittee, which 
was made to the M eelianic Association, at the time 
above referred to— Jan. 7, I83C. 
Tlie Building Com m ittee of tha Bunker-H ill M onu­ 
m ent, havin g closed their labors for the season, would 
ask leave to report to the Execu|^y.A C om m ittee, an 
accou nt o f their doings. 
TJie com m ittee would state, that soon after their 
apiiointm ent, the original com m ittee en gaged Mr. 
Solom on Willard, as architect, engineer and general 
su perintendent o f t h e w'ork ; and gave him full jiower 
to proceed and execu te the same ; ki'ejnng them ad­ 
vised from time to tim e ot the progress o f the work, 
and subm itting to them the various contracts for la­ 
bor, A c . for their approval ; and directing him to 
pay cash for every tiling purchased, and to j»ay the 
the labor, w'oekly ; and for this purpose furnished 
him with m oney from time to tim e, and auditing the 
various expcm litnres as thi? w'ork jirogressed. 
Vonr 
eom niittee were anxious in tiiis respect not to com ­ 
mit the same error as had been heretofore committed, 
viz :* to leave a debt without the means o f jiaying it, 
and as the am ount o f m oneys within their control 
w as lim ited, and as was w ell know n not enough to 
com plete the w'ork, rendering caution in this respect 
doubly needful. 
W h e n 
your com m ittee com m enced, there were 
fourteen courses o f the .Monmm*nt above ground, the

quantity o f stone on the Hill prepared for use, and at 
tJie quarry, a few were finished, and a considerable

.Mr. Willard at once commcnci'd at the quarry in 
putting every thing in w orking order, and during the 
first siNisou the eftbrts o f all were directed to this 
point, and to thi> transportation o f these heavy stones 
to the .Monument ground.

the hoisting apparatus was put in good order, and the 
work com m enced, and during tiie past sum m er has 
been continued with but little delay, and this delay

During the latter years of her existnnre, 
Madame Uetitia had fallen into .such a state of fcehle- 
ness, that she could receive but very few visitors, and 
the shortest conversation exiiuusled her. 
'Phn assidu­ 
ous nlltMiliotia of a few raithfiil friends prolonged her 
life to its very utmost span; and even Death seemrnl to 
respect the venerable niolher of a generali.m of kings. 
in the spring of 1831, I obtained perniisaioii to pay 
my respects to Madamu Uetitia. 
Even ibeii, lliis was 
a special favor; for tho lady received no visitors exeept 
her brothei and her son Lucieri. 
'I’he prince de Mont- 
lort (Jerome Bonaparte,) whose friendship I had the 
lionor to enjoy, gave mo a letter of inlroduction to bis 
mother, couched iii such kind terms, that I obtained 
without ditficulty an interviovv with Madame Letitia. 
8he resided in th« Rinuccini Palace, situated at tho 
angle of the I’iiizzi di V'enezia and the Gorso. 
Gn en­ 
tering tho palace, I was struck with the sepulchral si­ 
lence which reigned throughout tho majestic edifice; 
even the vestihulo and staircase presented an aspect 
o f melancholy and solitude. After I had pa.ssed through 
several dreary rooms and cold deserted-looking corii- 
dors, a servant opened a door and ushered me into a 
8[iaciou.s saloon. 
'I’liere I found two ladies; one (the 
youngest) was sitting at an embroidery framo, and the 
other, who was reclining on a sofa, turned her eyes to­ 
wards tho door on hearing it ojien. 
T ho servant liav 
ing announced iny name, slie motioned mo to sit down 
near her. 
This was Napoleon’s mother. 
“ You have just cume from Florence,” said she. 
” How are iny cliildreii there ? 
Did you see my son 
Jerome.' 
Are he and all Ins family w ell?” 
‘•'Plie Princess do Montfort,” 1 replied, “ has been 
indisposed. 
8he was confined to her bed on my ar­ 
rival in Florence ; but during tbu last two months she 
has been recovering rapidly. 
She is an adinirable w o­ 
man. 
She seems as though she bad never descended 
from her throne. 
She is still a (lueen. 
She does the 
honor.s o f her palace with an exquisite grace, which 
wins tho udniiralion and regard of all foroigners, especi­ 
ally the French.” 
“ Oil, yes! the French!— ,Sho is so attached to France 
and tho I’rericli peop le!— But pray go on ; 
I feel 
pleasure in listening to you.” 
“ 'I’he young Prince Napoleon, Madam, is the living 
portrait of the Emperor, when he was a youlli attend- 
ng the school of Brienne. 
'I'ho Princo is a child ol 
ingular iatelhgenco and vivacity, and is a great favor­ 
ite with the Florentines. 
T he Princess Matilda, I is 
sister, is extremely clever and accomplished.” 
.Madame Lelitia wiped a tear from her eye, and by a 
sign expressed a wi.sh that 1 would continue. 
1 obeyed. 
“ On the morning of my departure for Rome, I went 
to lake rny leave of Prince Jerome ; I was ushered in­ 
to bis private cabinet, an apartment which is hung 
round willi trophies o f tho glory of his Imperial broth­ 
ers. 
There every relic bears a victorious name, and 
calks to inind an imperishable recolb ction. 
'I’lie Prince 
showed mo the sabre whicli Napoleon woro at tlio 
battle o f Marengo. 
‘ When tlio victory wa.s gained,’ 
said he, ‘ my brother presented this sabre to m e.’ ” 
Madame Letitia, who seemed to enjoy a nielanchuly 
pleasure in listening to mo, now covcretJ her firce with 
lier withered hands, and the tears trickled between her 
fingers. 
The walls of the .saloon in which I had tho interview 
with .N'apolen’s mother were hung with family portraits, 
painted by celebrated French artists. 
'I’b' re were .Na­ 
poleon, Jerome, Louis, Joseph, Lucieri, Hortense, and 
Caroline, besides various statues, groups, and busts, re­ 
presenting dift'ereiit membeis of the ex-lmpertal imnily. 
During a {lause in our conversation, M. Uohaghu en­ 
tered the saloon. 
Hu held several I'reiich journals in 
his hand, and advancing to Mudurne Lelitia, he said, ‘I 
have just read in these papers, Madame, a motion of u 
singular kind, which has heeii submitted to the (ftiain- 
ber of Deputies, 
It has been proposed to allow the 
King of the French the right of inviting to Frunce any 
member of the Imperial lainily whom he may choose 
to name.’ 
1 tliouglit .Madame Letitia would have died under the 
violent emotiun which slie experienced on receiving 
tins inteiligonce. 
Her countenance and her hands wen; 
agitated by a sort of nervous convulsion. 
8he raised 
benself on her couch, and said, willi a degree of ener­ 
gy which came from her very inrnusl soul— ‘ My sons 
cannot receive favors from any man. 
If they return to 
France as private citizens, and to live there amongtt 
the people, it can only be in the evont ot Iheir being 
recalled from exile t»y the national voice. 
If any one 
of them should accept such u favor in any other way, I 
shall pray that heaven will grant me strength to stran­ 
gle hiHi vvith my own hands.’ 
Hitherto 1 liad seen only thonged and infirin woman; 
the bereavetl mother weeping lor the loss oi her child­ 
ren; but on bearing the above words, uccompuiiied as 
they were by a sort of galvanic agitation of tiiu skele­ 
ton, I wa.s perfectly amazed. 
I shortly uflerwards took my leave, and as 1 depurl- 
td I could not help tbinking of the words of the Ro­ 
man Cenlurian; and appljing them in u diHerenl w a y , 
I exciaimed to myself, ‘ Yes, this is indeed the Alother 
of .Napoleon !’

Mc- 
Kerhy, of the Vernon frigate, known as the on«;-armed 
ca|itaiii of'I’rafalgar ; <’ajit. Wise, ofthe 'lìmmlercr, a re­ 
lation of Uapt. Hacres; Hir Frederick Hankey,Chief Sec­ 
retary to Goveriiiiieni, anil indeed at thi« moment acting 
Governor of the Uland; all of whom, but more particular­ 
ly the last, have been va ry attentive to ( 'oimiiodor*.; Hull 
and hi.» family during their tarry among them. 
Sir I'redcrick Hankey took the (/'ommodore to the Gar­ 
rison ( .'lub, where ure enrolleil the names of all the distin­ 
guished person.» who have fiassed through this Island since 
it was a Briti.sh poHseasimi,— and also on the pages of the 
catalogue will Im: found the ii iiiie.s of several Iloyal Dukes, 
and also many o f the di«liriguished of ihe Europiiau nubil­ 
ity and gentry, 
(-’ommodore Hull w.is made an honorary 
I member while a re.sident in La Vhdletta, and it gives me 
I much pl«;asiire to state as a countryman, that this gentle- 
i man h.os received all the attention whicli it was in the 
j power of those in oilice to shew him. 
And furthermore, 
! It is willi much gratiticalioii I am enabled to state, that 
I Capt. J. R. Ducres lias always, previous to the arrival of 
i (-'ommodore Hull, and since, spoken of him in the highest 
i term«, which may serve to correct an erroneom. imprt*»«ioii, 
i prevalent ill-America during the last war, that after the 


I heat of the action iiail pas.»c l away, there always had 
existed a coolnes$ lM;iwemi the cunmiaiskr of the Gu r- 
riere and his jH>weifid ¡«Jvtrsary of the ( onstitution. 
C.qit. Dacres was evidently imicii chagrined at hi.i c.ipiuia 
— he feeli it to this day, and prolwhly may never entirely
